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FOREWORD 


The Board of Collegiate Authority, pursuant to Executive Order No. 73, issued 
by the Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachisetts, submits to the Veterans 
Administration from time to time a list of approved schools, colleges, and other 
training agencies for use of veterans under U. S. Public Law 346, 78th Congress. 
It should be understood that there are differences in the standards of educational 
and training agencies at all levels, that this Board undertakes to see that each 
program approved meets at least minimal standards for its kind of training, and that 
approval does not necessarily constitute accreditation in the usual sense of that term 
as used in the field of education. Approval is given only for purposes of U. S. Public 
Law 346, 78th Congress. 


On November 14, 1945, Executive Order No. 82 transferred authority for the 
approval of formal apprenticeship programs of training set up under Acts of 1941, 
Chapter 707 to the Division of Apprenticeship, Department of Labor and Industries. 
All other in-service or on-the-job training programs continue to be dealt with by 
the Board of Collegiate Authority under Executive Order No. 73. 


No list of approved in-service training programs has been published since only a 
limited number of trainees can be accepted in each case and in most cases the 
quota is filled or is expected to be filled by former apprentices who will be taken 
back as soon as they are ready to resume training. To publish the list would lead 
only to much unnecessary work on the part of employers and the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, and much disappointment to veterans.

Admission—These schools are available to residents of Massachusetts over 14 years 
of age, with at least sixth grade schooling, able to profit by the instruction, 
and able to do the work. 


Residents of the state but non-residents of towns where schools are located, are also 
admitted. Tuition is free to the pupils. 


Nature of Work—The equipment is that actually found in the occupation trained 
for. Machines, tools, methods, and standards are those of present-day industry. 
Real productive work of commercial value is a requirement. 


Teachers—The shop teachers are picked from those most skilled in their respective 
trades. The non-vocational teachers must be familiar and in sympathy with the 
aims and purposes of vocational education, and must have college or normal 
training. Boys’ classes are taught by men teachers. Girls’ classes are taught 

by women teachers. 


Each student is allowed to progress as rapidly as possible. Individual promotion, 
rather than uniform time spent, is a feature of organization. 


Placement and Follow-up—The school helps graduates to find jobs. 


Evening Classes—Evening classes in the Trades, Agricultural Subjects and Home- 
making Courses may be conducted in any of the following schools.

LICENSED PRIVATE TRADE SCHOOLS IN MASSACHUSETTS 


On November 1, 1941, a law governing the licensing of private trade schools 
in Massachusetts became effective. The law provides that no person shall operate 
or maintain a private trade school unless he is licensed so to do by the Commissioner 
of Education. 


The term “private trade school” shall, in sections twenty-one to twenty one D, 
inclusive, mean a school maintained, or classes conducted, for the purpose of teaching 
any trade or industrial occupation for profit or for a tuition charge but shall not 
include a private business school, schoo] or college regularly chartered and authorized 
by the laws of the commonwealth to grant degrees, an endowed school which offers 
approved courses without profit, or a school exclusively engaged in training physically 
handicapped persons or a school conducted by any person for the education and 
training of his own employees. 


Licenses are issued for one year. They may be renewed if conditions are 
approved. The following list of schools have been granted licenses, having been 
approved as to the following factors: equipment, methods of instruction, housing, 
qualifications of instructors, sound financial structure, satisfactory plan for enrolment 
of students and tuition.

The work of the midshipman battalion hax progressed satis- 
factorily during the year, subject to até jusiments neceseary in 
ehanging from the accelerated orogram of wartine to the three 
year peacetime course. 





During the war period, there were 435 midshipmen graduated, 
all of whom lemediately went into service in either the savy or 
Merchant Marine. The class «raduating 27 June 1916, was the la st 
wartime class, which entered in the accelerated course i9 June 
1944, but had ite course extended to two years following tre 
cessation of hostilities. 


Commissioner Wiggin resigned on 9 September 195, and the 
Governor appointed “aptein Snarles &.

In the Carding and Spinning DVepartmenta, the student 
le taught the use of each machine, how to set them and 
take care of them. Ali kinds of problems in Textlis 
Engineering are taught so that our students may develop 
into executives in the textile field, [t is not our 
purcese to train the day student to run machines, saereiyv. 
Our graduates have such a good foundation that they may 
compete with anyone in any branch of the textile industry. 
The Carding and Spinalng Departments have been brought up 
te date by inetalling the latest of ali types of machines 
ueed in the processing cf cotton and mixtures of cotton, 
wool, rayon, celanese and other aynthetic fibers. Shudeote 
i also taught the various processes involved 1a the saking 
Gi yarns. 


In the Yeaving Department, day students are taught 
the correct umsthods of packag aid preparing the different 
winds of yarn for the weaving of cleth., Yarn calculations 
Go determines the weighta, leagths, count and costa are aiso 
given, The different ayatem of warplag and siashing are 
given, together with the methods for determining production 
aid cost. The construction and correst agseubly of the 
tedern loom, as lavended by the loom makers, is a major 
subject. Operational training and oversight are alao 
expiained in detail in order to make the student understand 
more fully their relation to the cost factor, 


Ta the physical toasting and microscopy laboratory, the 
young sen and women are taught to analyze fabric se that 
they may know how it is made and what fibers are used. 

The equ t is most modern. Hethods used by the “uroau 
of Standards and various testing houses axe explained , and 
students are taught procedures required in testing fabries 
and yarie for thelr physical gharacteristics ag well as 

for color fastness, shrinkage and finishing waterials 
eontent of samples, The students actually make all ef the 
tests on a wide range of warket fabrica, The fabrics 
teated include rayon of all types, spun rayons, nylon, 
@palac, silk and febrics of mixed or blended compositions. 
Some of the phyaical teste made on the easples are for 
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construction, thread count, yarn size, yarn twist, filament 
count, weight end strength. The tests are conducted accord 
ing to standard procedures. The students constantly use 
the testing equipment so as to develop a correct laboratory 
technique. In conjunction with the testing of these 
materials, the students are taught the manufacturing 
processes pertaining to the production of aynthetic yarns, 
euch as rayons, nylon, aralac, vinyon and others. 


Students in the Textile Ungimneoring Course and those 
taking the Toxztile Technology Course are given a complete 
tra in the study of textile desigme used in weaving ~- 
twilis and satines and their derivatives, together with 
designing of double cloths, pile fabrica, ienos ond jacquards. 
Theses various weaves are studied in tho practical analysis 
of cotton and rayon fabrics, After completing thie course, 
the students are dapable of becoming stylista on textile 
fabrice az well as being able to analyse materials so as 
to determine all necessary particulars for weaving the 
Cloths and estimeting the cost of their produetion. In the 
designing department the studente study the principies of 
Oolor application to textile materials in proper use for 
harmony of design, particulariy in printed patterna,. The 
principles of retailing and retail morehandising are 
comprised in another subject taught under the supervision 
of the desigiing department. Thia subject ie included in 
the regular girls! course and greatiy assists in the 
foundation for a career in retail buying which is necessarily 
dbecaming technical in chareoter. 


The Junior Hechanical Engineering Course is without 
deubt one of the finest, cutside Metropolitan Boston, 
covering such subjects as Mechanical Drawing, Tool Unelnoere 
ing, Blueprint Reading, Kachine fool Operation, Industrial 
Hiestricity, Engineering Mechanics, Kiesentary Haginesering, 
Hathematicg, Steam Engineering. It will be readily seen 
that the Junior Mechanical Ungineering Course should prove 
most valuable when real mecheahics are again in demand durlag 
the postewar period. 


The Department of Chesistry, Dyeing and Finishing will 
ntinue to offer the pogular thres-7ear diploma course, 

first two yeara of this course are given over to the 
basic cheulatry subjects such as Goneral College Chesletry, 
Qualitative Analysis, Quantitative Analyeis and Organic 
Chesiatry. Courses in Textile Chomistry and byelng are 
@leo included. Students who graduate from the Departaont 
of Chemistry are given college credit toward a 8. 5. Degree 
at several institutions and say obtain a degree in chamlstry 
in a@ very sort time after graduation from this school,
